lorople.iioii of tlie Incoming Great mid 


General Court. 


Tlie Rreat and general court of Mass- 


achuseUa ot 1894, which convenes at the 
slate house on the lirst Wednesday of Jan- 
uary, will be more strongly republican than 
n any year since 18S2, when the senate 
stood SB republicans and four democrats, 
and the house IS-i republicans, 54 demo- 
crats and two independents. 


The senate of 18l)i will be composed of 


33 republicans and seven democrats, aa 
against 30 republicans and 10 democrats in 
1S03. In 1891 there was a tie, 20 republi- 
cans and 20 democrats. Of the 40 sena- 
tors all but four have had some previous 
,ee,islativc experience; 18 are members of 
the present senate, 1893. and 33 are ex- 
members of the house of representatives. 
Hon. William M. Butler of jSfew Bedford 
is the senior member in point o£ service, 
and will call the senate to order aud pre- 
side until the election of a president. 


The house of representatives will be 


made up of an unusual number of old mem- 
bers, 118 of the 2SO having served in pre- 
vious iouses, and of this number 101 are 
members of the present house of 1SS3. One 
member elect, Edward TV. Pinkham of 
Lynn, was a member of the Alaine leglsln* 
ture in 1873. 
There are 182 republicans 


55 democrats, two independent republicans 
and one independent democrat, as against 
165 republicans. 75 democrats'and one in- 
dependent republican in the house of 1S93. 


Thomas E. St, John of Haverhill, who 


represented the city of Worcester in the 
house of 1866, is the dean of the house and 
will call the members to order when the 
session opens,and preside uutil a speaker is 
chosen. The oldest member, in years, is 
Benjamin Day of Marblehead, who was 171 
years old the fourth day of September last, 
The youngest member is William H. jSlc- 
Morrosv of Boston, who was born March 


, 1S71. Melvia S. Hash of Hanuver, . is 


the only clergyman eleeled to the house.
